Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 

for  1945. 

The  statistics  here  submitted  seem  to  call  for  little  comment. 
There  has  been  at  any  rate  no  recordable  change  in  the  standard 
of  health  in  this  last  of  the  war  years. 

The  health  of  children,  particularly  of  infants,  is  still  cared 
for  and  is  not  unsatisfactory,  although  there  is  scope  for  improve¬ 
ment. 

Diphtheria  has  been  absent  in  1945,  as  in  1944,  thanks  no 
doubt  to  Immunisation.  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever,  however, 
had  increased  incidence  during  this  year.  Among  debilitating 
diseases  may  be  mentioned  an  epidemic  of  Enteritis  in  the  Autumn 
of  1945,  affecting  all  ages  and  widespread  in  Woodhouse  as  in  other 
parts  of  this  County.  No  bacteriological  or  other  cause  was 
found. 

Few  changes  in  administration  need  be  recorded.  Arrangement 
was  made  with  a  Nottingham  paediatrician  with  respect  to  the 
care  of  premature  infants.  Wartime  conditions  however  made  it 
impossible  to  augment  the  staff  of  your  Health  Department  or 
to  implement  a  scheme  for  Domestic  Helps,  for  which  the  need 
exists. 

The  pressing  need  in  this  area  is  of  course  for  dwelling  houses, 
and  is  constantly  getting  your  attention.  The  selection  of  tenants 
for  new  houses  will  always  demand  care  ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
a  satisfactory  scheme  of  selection  such  as  I  have  evolved  in  co¬ 
operation  with  other  officials,  will  be  adhered  to  in  i  ;s  essentials. 

I  must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  all  members 
of  your  Public  Health  staff,  and  thank  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  their  goodwill  and  encouragement  to  my  endeavours.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse 
Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen. 


The  return  of  peace,  during  the  year,  has  not  made  it  possible 
to  increase  the  work  of  repair  to  the  many  houses  which  have 
suffered  neglect  during  the  war  years.  In  fact  many  materials 
for  house  repair,  h'ave  become  more  difficult,  and  much  patience 
is  necessary  in  explaining  to  tenants  the  reason  for  the  delay  in 
abating  dampness  caused  by  missing  spouting,  defective  roofs, 
etc.  In  addition  to  general  repairs,  the  paving' of  the  many  unpaved 
common  yards,  and  the  abolition  of  dry  ashpits  has  had  to  be  held 
over  for  the  future. 

The  re-survey  of  houses  in  connection  with  overcrowding  has 
brought  to  light  many  cases  of  this  serious  position  and  it  is  hoped 
that  new  houses  will  be  provided  with  all  possible  speed  to  relieve 
the  many  cases  of  newly  married  couples  now  residing  with  parents. 
About  ten  four  bedroomed  type  houses  are  also  required  for  large 
single  families. 

With  regard  to  milk  production,  the  cattle  and  buildings  and 
methods  have  been  well  maintained,  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  have  been  satisfactory,  but  I  think  a  legal  standard 
of  cleanliness  for  raw  milk,  so  long  as  such  is  permitted,  is  overdue. 
I  shoukl  also  like  to  see  cartons  in  place  of  bottles,  the  latter  are 
subject  to  abuse  and  misuse,  cause  annoyance  by  noise  and  much 
labour  in  collection  and  cleansing. 

I  once  again  desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  you  for  your 
interest  and  co-operation  in  my  work  and  include  the  Officials 
and  Staffs  of  the  other  departments,  who  have  always  been  ready 
to  help.

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919,  and  the  Infestation 
Order,  1943.. 

As  a  result  of  the  advice  given  during  the  past  4  years,  as  to 
the  rat  proofing  of  buildings,  poultry  houses,  etc.,  there  has  been 
a  diminution  of  the  number  of  complaints  and  infested  premises. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  of  premises  who  were 
instructed  in  the  methods  of  pre-baiting,  poison  being  supplied  by 
the  Public  Health  Department,  many  successful  ‘  kills  ’  were 
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recorded.  A  total  of  23  complaints  and  initial  visits  were  made 
to  premises,  and  25  follow  up  inspections  to  observe  results  and 
bring  about  final  clearance. 

Regular  treatment  has  been  given  to  the  Sewage  Disposal 
works  and  Refuse  Tip,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  former  is 
fairly  free  of  rats,  whereas  the  tip  is  still  periodically  heavily 
infested.  A  large  kill  was  obtained  in  November,  when  over  300 
killed  rats  were  counted,  and  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  a 
similar  number  died  in  their  holes  or  out  of  sight  as  a  result  of 
gassing. 

No  doubt  this  repeated  heavy  infestation  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  refuse  tip  is  not  properly  controlled  and  covered,  the 
difficulty  being  caused  by  the  lack  of  soil  or  other  covering  material, 
also  tins  and  other  similar  receptacles  being  not  placed  at  the  base 
of  the  tip,  filled  solid,  or  otherwise  crushed  to  prevent  the  formation 
of  cavities. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year.

A  portion  of  the  floor  boards  was  raised  and  the  powder 
blown  into  the  space  beneath  the  floor,  on  three  occasions  at 
intervals  of  one  week.  This  is  a  further  reduction  in  the  number 
of  Council  houses  infested  with  this  type  of  vermin.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  overcrowded  houses  has  been 
discovered  as  a  result  of  a  general  review  of  the  register  which  is 
now  complete,  and  to  the  investigation  of  applications  for  Council 
Houses  which  has  been  entrusted  to  this  Department.
